COAST GUARD MAKES 


READY FOR WINTER 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—More than 


5,000 officers and men of the United 
States Coast Guard, assigned to some 
270 stations distributed 
along the 
coast from Maine to Alaska, have 
their se a boots and oilskins out this i 
week for the beginning of the annual 
cruising 
season , 
which 
is ordered j 
each year by the president of the 
United S ta te s. 
During the cruising 


season , which la sts until April 1. up­ 
wards of 100 sturdy sea-going steel 
vessels, equipped to render any kind 
of aid to ships in distress, will .>e 
ready to depart from their stations 
on a moment’s notice for any point 
where danger lurks. 
Due to the widespread us of wire­ 
less on ships of all classes, the last 
few years have seen radical change» 
in the Coast Guard cruising program 
through the severe winter season. 
Formally it was the custom to send 
cutters out on patrol duty for fne 
months, allowing them to make port 
onlv to replenish fuel and food sup 
! plies. 
. I 
Now, however, the improved and 
extended 
wireless 
communications 
have eliminated much of the neces­ 
sary cruising, and rendered the Coast 
Guard cutters more efficient when in 
I constant touch with their shore sta­ 
tions. During the stormy season, all 
I leaves 
are 
suspended, a capacity 
Í stock of fuel and food is aboard, and 
all life-saving equipment is ready for 
instant use. 
, A 
The 270 stations along the 10,000 
miles of American coast also take on 
new life in the winter months. The 
personnel is brought up to a max­ 
imum; several hours are devoted to 
drill each day, and the beach patrol 
is augmented 
A report of the Coast Guard s ac­ 


tivities for 1921 shows that there 
were but two days during the year 
which did not bring a call for assist­ 
ance from some quarter. One day 3< 
calls wera answered. 
The duties of the coast guard arc 
many and varied. 
Its most impor­ 
tant work. however, consists of ren­ 
dering assistance to vessels in dis­ 
tress, and taking off the the passen­ 
gers and crews where necessary; de­ 
stroying or removing derelicts and 
other dangers to navigations; enforc­ 
ing the laws rslating to quarantine 
and neutrality; 
extending 
medical 
aid to American vessels engaged in 
deep-sea 
fishing; 
suppression 
of 
mutinies on merchant vessels; pro 
tection of game and the seal and 
other fisheries in Alaska; and oper­ 
ating as a ¿art of the navy in time of 


war.

NOTED ARTIST TO 
VISIT AMERICA 


LONDON. Dec. 9.—Americans will 
at an early date have the opportunity 
of welcoming a distinguished British 
artist in the person of Margaret Lind* 
rev Williams, who will shortly pro­ 
ceed to Washington for the purpose 
of painting a portrait of President 
Hanling. Sittings have been arrang­ 
ed for next January. 
Daughter of a South Wales ship 
broker, Miss Williams has had a phc* 
nominally successful career, and by 
general consent she now figures in 
the front rank of living British por­ 
trait painters. 
Miss Williams first studied art at 
the Cardiff Technical College, and 
later at the Royal Academy of Arts, 
under Sir A rthur Cope, R.-A., and 
George Clauson, R. A. 
She subse­ 
quently studied for some years in 
Italy, France and Holland. 
Chief among her academy success­ 
es was the gold medal and traveling 
scholarship, the blue rlbbqn of the 
Royal Academy of Arts, for a his­ 
torical picture entitled “The City of 
Refuge.** 
She alto secured the Cres- 
wick prize, a much coveted honor. 
Miss Williams bad the distinction 
of being invited by the late G. A. 
Storey, R. A., professor of Perspec­ 
tive at the Royal Academy to assist 
with the illustrations for his book 
“The Theory and Practice of Per­ 
spective.** 
Among the most notable of her 
paintings which have been hung at 
the Royal Academy and exhibited in 
most of the principal cities of the 
United Kingdom 
are, 
“Dives 
and 
Laxarus,” “The City of Refuge,** “The 
Baptistry at San Marco, Venice,** “In 
the Shadow of the Palatine, Rome,*’ 
“His 
Majesty 
King 
Edward VII,“ 
“The Triumph,” and “The Devil’s 
Daughter.” 
Other paintings include “H er Ma­ 
jesty Queen Alexandra” («n her ma­ 
jesty’s possession), “H. R. H. the 
Prince of W ales,” (in the possession 
of Queen 
Mary), 
and “An Empire 
Tribute to the Flag of Stars,” a large 
allegorical picture purchased by the 
late Captain Ira B. Castell, commis­ 
sioner of the American Red Cross for 
Wales during the war. This painting 
was exhibited at the W ashington Red 
Cross headquarters, and at Denver, 
Colo., on Armistice Day, 1921. 
It should be mentioned that Miss 
Williams has just completed a large 
picture of the scene in W estm inster 
Abbey on the occasion of the great 
Welsh service 
held 
there in 1918. 
This canvas, which measures 18 feet 
10 feet, contains about 180 por­ 
traits of distinguished people. 
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Trotzky announced 
that

try and ,n re-establishing ourselves.” 
A review of the red army followed 
these speeches. 
The troops defiled 
past a large reviewing stand.

Moscow garrison headed the parade 
and

cavalry, 
heavy and 
light artillery, machine gun outfits, 
tanks, armored cars and anti-aircraft 
guns; then there folio we 1 droves of 
factory and railroad workers armed 
with rifles, thousands of trade union­ 
ists and many children. 
The parade has been described as 
the greatest 
military 
turnout ever 
attem pted by the soviet government. 
It Is estimated that over half a mil­ 
lion persons passed in review.

AMERICAN ARMY IN THE WORLD WAR 


Its s>;vlficance and its achievements as a war- 
making power.

INTRODUCTION 
The controversy regarding the pro­ 
portions of the contribution made by 
the United States to the allied vic­ 
tory over the Toutonic Empires—in­ 
terest in which was recently intensi- 
iied by statem ents attributed to Rud- 
yard Kipling—has until now lacked 
expressions from that elem ent 
best 
qualified to speak with authority, the 
German high command. 
An Ameri­ 
can investigator has undertaken to 
secure from members of the German 
general staff or from field marshals 
in charge of Teutonic armies oppos­ 
ed tu American soldiers an analysis 
of the degree of service and of the 
effectiveness of the military opera­ 
tions of the 
United 
States 
in 
the 
world war. 
Herewith is presented a statem ent 
prepared by General Baron von Gal- 
liwitz who is perhaps as well quali­ 
fied to render an opinion as any Ger­ 
man military leader, since he was in 
personal command 
of 
the 
German 
forces to which the main body of the 
American army in France was expos­ 
ed throughout the greater part of its 
military activities on French soil. 
The statem ent of General von Gall­ 
witz was compiled by him from mem­ 
oirs he kept during the progress of 
the actions in which his troops were 
confronted by American forces.

sonally I preferred the enem y’s solu­ 
tion of the problem. 
On September 26th, 14 days after 
St. Mihiel, the big French-American 
offensive from the Champagne to the 
Meuse began. This offensive was di­ 
rected chiefly against the army group 
of the crown prince. 
Only my ligh t 
wing, between the Argonne and the 
Meuse, w as concerned. 
The Ameri­ 
cans soon stormed this part of 
the 
line. 
Although this wing "was only two 
divisions broad, the third one being 
brought up later, it played an impor­ 
tant role as the pivot of 
our 
line. 
Had our line 
on 
the 
Meuse 
been 
crushed, it would have m eant not 
only a rout of the array of von Ein- 
man adjoining, but also 
a 
serious 
danger to our communications, pos­ 
sibly forcing the retirem ent 
of 
all 
our troops on the western line. 
The 
attack had to be stopped here at all 
costs. 
The fire of the artillery from the 
right side of the Meuse, which im ­ 
peded the American advance along 
the river, was of great assistance. It 
w'as only natural that the frontal at­ 
tack was turned to the right bank of 
the Meuse and spread out. 
At the commencement, there were 
no 
troops 
but 
Frenchm en 
there, 
with the Americans on 
the 
farther 
end. 
At the fir^t attack against my 
two divisions west ot the Meuse, 
X 
had to m eet four American divisions. 
In the middle of October, ten Am eri­ 
can divisions were camped along my 
line, which had been broadened out 
tow'ard the 
Argonne. 
Seven 
divi­ 
sions were w est of the Marne, one at 
tbe river, two. east of it. 
W e learned of the distribution 
of 
the American torces by some pamph­ 
lets of Pershing. In these he addres­ 
sed the 
American 
soldiers, 
laying 
stress on the importance of the big 
offensive, and urging them to exe­ 
cute it thoroughly. The commanding 
general of the Third 
Army 
Corps 
was apparently exhorting the First, 
Third, Fourth, Thirty-third and Eigh­ 
tieth divisions. 
From this we learn­ 
ed that the First and Third divisions 
had been withdrawn from St. Mihiel i 
and that the entire strength had been 
directed against our fifth army at the 
Meuse. 
The position of our line was «uch

New Legislation Recom­ 
mended By Major 
General Lejeune.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 9.—Several 
recommendations for new legislation 
affecting the Marine Corps are made 
by Major General John A. Lejeune, in 
his annual report review ng the peace­ 
time activities of the “Devil Dogs” 
during the last fiscal year. 
Among

things 
General 
Lejeune asks for authority to expend 
17,500 for purchase of a tract of land 
to develop a Marine Corps base at 
San Diego, Cal., and legislation for 
the purchase of a marine Hying field 
at Reid, Ya., funds for the training 
of the marine corps reserve, and an 
appropriation of $375,000 for the pur­ 
chase of a site and construction of 
a supply depot at San Francisco.

said, no deficiency 
was 
incurred. 
Use of 21200 officers and men to 
guard the mails during the year cost 
$410,78o. 
General 
Lejeune 
covers at lenth 
the various activities of the marines, 
including their maneuvers last sum­ 
mer at Gettysburg, progress in avia­ 
tion. and duty in San Domingo and 
Haiti. 
“The indoctrinating of the marines 
with the department’s wishes regard­ 
ing their attitude toward the San Do­ 
minicans is progressing favorably, 
and in the few cases of friction which 
have arisen severe and prompt dis­ 
ciplinary measures have had a most 
beneficial effect,” the report says. 
“In San Dom iigo during the pajt 
year the department has formulated 
a definite policy of withdrawing the 
marines from 
police 
and constabu­ 
lary duty and concentrating them in 
the large centers, and already con­ 
siderable progress has been made in 
this direction. The 
Marine Corps 
posts at Azua, Barahoma, Moca La 
Vega, Mote Chisti, and Sanchez have 
been abandoned, and ultimately all 
of our men will be concentrated at 
Santo Domingo City in the south, and 
at Santiago and Puerta Plata in the 
north.” 
General 
Lejeune 
expresses 
the 
opinion that the report of the senate 
committee on the occupation and ad­ 
ministration of Haiti by the marines 
was “highly commendatory to the 
forces 
of 
occupation.” 
Discussing 
the Haitian 
situation 
the 
report 
says: 
“All activities have been concen­ 
trated as much as possible with & cor­ 
responding extension in the activities 
of the Gendarmerie d’Haiti. 
A cen­ 
tral department of the Gendarmerie 
has been organized, with headquar­ 
ters at Hinche, and the Gendarmerie 
Is in process of taking over Hinche, 
Thomonde, 
Malssadie, 
and Las Ca* 
hobas. 
We have already withdrawn 
the marines fror* Las Cabobas and 
from 
the 
outposts 
at 
Savanette, 
Terre Rouge, and Fiande Point, 
A 
road is to be built from Maissade to

made it apparently valueless. 
Auto* 
obiles ever since have been crossing 
the structure in increasing numbers, 
and the men who got the bridge for 
nothing in 1910 recently sold it to the 
State of Maryland for $585,000. And 
in the twelve years it was in their 
possession, they pocketed 
$370,000 
in dividends, all in tolls charges col­ 
lected from motor cars. 
When the new bridge made the old 
one of doutbful use, 
the 
railroad 
company offered it first to the state 
and then to the county, but without 
success. 
If no one accepted it, the 
company was confronted with 
the 
necessity 
of 
removing 
it, 
which 
would have been very 
expensive. 
So finally the company chauged it 
from a railroad bridge to a highway 
bridge, and considered itself lucky 
in finding a group of Maryland men 
who consented to accept the structure 
which originally had cost $2.000,000, 
as a gift. 
* The recipients put up $700 to or­ 
ganize a company. 
Last year 
the 
net returns from the bridge were 
$65,000.
